1976-'77 was officially set at $53

over the past year. 

Assessor William H. Russell 
received confirmation of the 
new rate at the office of the 
State department of Corpora- 
tion and Taxation in Boston 
Wednesday morning.

On top of the thousands of dollars of senseless vandalism at the 
Bancroft and Shawsheen schools a week ago, Andover tax- 
payers will have to pay for the 20 windows smashed at West 
school this week. This particular shattered pane is of the expen- 
sive variety, being composed of wire and glass, thus some heavy 
missile needed to shatter it. 


School Property Could 
Become Off-Limits 


Public school property could 
well become off limits after 
school hours, in the wake of a 
continued wave of vandalism 

Monday, West school per- 
sonnel found over 22 windows 
and two doors smashed by huge 
stones and bricks when they 
reported to work. 

The costly damage at West 
followed a window smashing es- 
capade by vandals last week 
and malicious damage to the 
Bancroft school during the 
same period. Damage was set 
at $1,230. 

Tuesday night Supt. of 
Schools Kenneth R. Seifert ad- 
vised the school committee of 
the seriousness of the problem 
and was asked by the board to 
report back in a month with 
some recommendations on 
preventing such vandalism in 
the future. 

Seifert said that the problem 
had reached the stage where 
serious consideration must be 
given to making school proper- 
ty inaccesible to the public 
after school hours. 

Damage in just the past cou- 
ple of weeks has amounted to 
the thousands of dollars.

The windows smashed over 
the weekend at West were of 
the heavy plate-wire variety 
and took some good power 
behind the large stones and 
bricks. 

The superintendent expressed 
concern over the problem 
noting that even when vandals 
are apprehended, the 
prosecuting hardly fits the 
offense. 

Often, offenders are let off 
with only slight, if any, punitive 
action. 

It is possible that the town 
may consider posting of no 
trespassing signs on the school 


properties, in order to protect 
the town’s investment in the 
million dollar structures.

With the advent of another 
school year parents are urged to 
instruct their children on the con- 
tents of the Andover School Bus 
Code as adopted by the Andover 
School Committee. 

Students who violate this code, 
violate the rights of other 
students on the bus and possible 
subject these students to undue 
Safety hazards. Everyone shares 
‘equally in the responsibility of 
maintaining proper discipline 
and safety on the school buses. In 
order to establish proper stan- 
dards of behavior and to provide 
a safe and enjoyable ride for 
every student transported, this 
bus code is published so that 
every parent may have an oppor- 
tunity to contribute to this goal.

Protecting Our 
Investment 


As if the vandalism in Bancroft School last week 
wasn’t enough, school officials woke up the next mor- 
ning to 17 broken windows in Shawsheen School. 

While school administrators tend not to publicize 
minor vandalism, just like the fire department likes to 
play down false alarms in order to avoid possible snow- 
balling, last week’s events rendered that secretive ap- 
proach no longer valid. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert shared the incidents, he said, 
because Andover residents tend to feel they’re isolated, 
that the way things are in their own homes represents 
the community at large. 

Not so. We have the same behaviors in Andover as 
anywhere else, he went on. What happens in the Big 
City can happen here, and is at an increasingly alar- 
ming rate. 

Furthermore, the destruction or marring of public 
property is costing the taxpayers a bundle. Seifert said 
cleanups at Bancroft last week probably cost the 
system a couple of thousand dollars. They forced a 
delay in the custodial schedule of preparations for the 
beginning of school, and caused them to re-do some jobs 
that had already been completed. In additional, aides 
put in hourly time to sort out instructional materials 
that had been strewn about and maintenancemen from 
the central office had to spend some of their valuable 
‘time making repairs. 

There’s also the hideous realization that the damage, 
while malicious enough, could have been even worse. 

Finally, we ponder how long taxpayers are willing to 
sit still before they take action to protect the $22 million 
already invested in Andover school facilities. The 


replacement value of school property, needless to say, 
would be far, far greater. 

Alarm systems at East Jr. High and West Elemen- 
tary Schools are working beautifully. They were the 


beginning of a master plan drawn up to install alarms in - 


all the schools, but progress was curtailed a couple of 
years ago by the school committee in an austerity 
move. Yes, the whole plan would cost a considrable 
$200,000, but the installations could be stretched over a 
period of years. One school at a time. Bancroft would 
most likely have been next, particularly because of its 
isolated, woodsy setting that allowed vandals last week 
to stay ‘‘a couple of hours’’ without being noticed. 

The next question, of course, is whether taxpayers, 
after putting out nearly $200,000 for a new high school 
roof, are willing to dig into their pockets again. 

There is also the viable, yet distasteful possibility of 
putting a reward on the vandals’ heads, thus giving 
them local notoriety reserved for bank robbers and 
highjackers on a larger scale. 


The most immediate solutionand certainly the most 
costlyis simply for the public to rally ’round its invest- 
ment. Seifert calls on citizens not to accept increased 
vandalism with resolve, not to fall into a state of futility 
about the issue, but to report any suspicious activity 
they see around any of the schools to the police or school 
authorities. 


And, while he says he may be chasing phantoms, he 
asks parents to know where their youngsters are when 
they go out at night. 

We couldn’t agree more. 


Speaking Of Assets 


We make our annual plea for the town’s drivers to 
guard our most important one, the children. 

Next Thursday some two thousand of them will come 
tripping down the sidewalks to their nearby schools, 
while another four thousand will gather at corners 
about town to wait for their buses. 

We ask drivers to particularly keep a watchful eye at 
the intersections, and obey the speed laws more intently 
than ever. 

The State Registrar of Motor Vehicles has also 
directed local police to crack down on violators of the 


bus stop law. 

Drivers coming from either direction MUST stop for 
a school bus which is loading or unloading children, and 
which has its signal lights flashing. Traffic coming from 
the opposite direction on a divided highway is exempt, 
but when in doubt, stop anyway. 


It’s up to parents, meanwhile, to insure that their 
youngsters arrive at their bus stops in time, stay out of 
the streets while they’re waiting, and are well behaved 
in transit.

The company 
has also forecast that fiscal 1977 
‘‘will be another record year, 
with a substantial increase in 
earnings’, according to Daniel 
E.. Hogan, chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive of the diversified com- 
pany based in Andover. 

Fiscal 1976 ended ‘‘on a strong 
note’, Hogan indicated, as sales 
and earnings in the 4th fiscal 
quarter reached record levels. 
Net income in the 4th quarter 
rose 154 percent to $1,930,000, or 
63 cents per share, as compared 
with the prior year’s net income 
of $759,000 or 28 cents per share. 
Sales in the latest period 
amounted to $49.4 million, up 22 
percent from last year’s $40.7 
million. 

In the full fiscal year ended 
June 30, net income amounted to 
just over $7 million, or $2.51 per 
Shareup 31 percent from last 
year’s $5.4 million, or $1.96 per 
Share. Sales for the latest year 
amounted to $189.2 million, up 8 
percent from sales of $175.7 
million in fiscal 1975. 

In his announcement, Hogan 
stated that ‘‘we are very pleased 
with the manner in which 
Standex withstood the severe 
recession, and the speed with 
which the company responded to 
the economic improvement’’. 
Despite some ‘‘pockets of 
weakness’’markets in which 
recessionary pressures. have not 
yet abated‘‘Standex is in the 
strongest position, both 
operationally and financially, in 
the history of the company’’, 
Hogan added. 

Reflecting this strength and 
Standex’s ‘‘excellent prospects’’, 
Mr. Hogan pointed to the fact 
that the company had increased 
its cash dividends in each of the 
last three consecutive quarters. 
Cash dividends currently amount 
to 18-3/4 cents per share per 
quarter, or an annual rate of 75 
cents per share, up 34 percent 
from an annual rate of 56 cents 
per share at the start of the 1976 
fiscal year. 

While most major operating 
units contributed to the record 
results in fiscal 1976, the Con- 
sumer Products Group showed 
the greatest gains. Following two 
years of substantial losses, this 
Group made a significant tur- 
naround to a modest profit in the 
year that just endedand that 
trend is accelerating, Hogan 
stated. Contributing factors were 
the resurgence of consumer buy- 
ing, the successful conclusion of 
costly start-up operations at 
various Consumer Products 
divisions. 

Standex’s Industrial/Elec- 
tronics Products Group turned in 
an outstanding performance, 
overall, despite sizable losses 
sustained by the unit producing 
steel joists for the depressed non- 
residential construction industry. 
Based on current trends in that 
industry, Hogan stated, that unit 
has ‘‘a good chance of ap- 
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proaching break-even this year’. 

The electronics operations, 
both in the U.S. and abroad, turn- 
ed in ‘‘very impressive results’’. 
Particularly important, Hogan 
added, was the fact thatafter 
four years of research and 
developmentthe Comtelco 
(U.K.) electronics division of 
England is now in full-scale com- 
mercial production and operating 
on a profitable basis. The divi- 
sion manufactures Reed 
switches for a wide variety of in- 
dustries. Hogan stated that this 
new development represents 
“one of the most exciting areas’ 
of potential growth for Standex in 
the future’’. 

Hogan also indicated that 
Standex had recently consum- 
mated the sale of its West Coast 
nameplate division for a price in 
excss of book value. The unit did 
not fit into Standex’s growth 
plans, he added. 

Standex is a diversified 
manufacturer operating in four 
basic. growth areas: consumer 
products; institutional products; 
graphics and industrial products.

Museum 
Offers Free 


Afternoons 


Boston’s Museum of Science 
announces a new policy of free 
admission Wednesday afternoons 
for adults and children accom- 
panied by adults, beginning Sept. 
8. 


The policy applies from 
September through March, 2 
p.m. to closing at 5 p.m., except 
on holidays and school vacations, 
and to children between 5 and 16. 
Children under five are always 
admitted without charge. 

‘Although the Museum’s atten- 
dance is on the increase, with a 
12 percent rise in August over 
last year,’ says Museum Presi- 
dent William J. Speers, ’’we are 
aware that there are many 
members of the community who 
cannot afford to come here. 

‘We think that retired persons, 
students, and families will es- 
pecially welcome the free after- 
noon.” 


The Museum already admits 
free upwards of 200,000 adults 
and children in organized groups.

From now until mid- 
September is the best time of the 
year to build a successful lawn 
according to specialists at the 
Essex Agricultural and 
Technical Institute. The soil is 
warm and thus conducive to 
better germination than in the 
spring. With proper watering and 
soil warmth, conditions are op- 
timum for growth of grass. A 
bonus for the grower is that there 
is less apt to be competition from 
weeds since at this time of 
season weed seeds are not as ac- 
tive. 

Also, by getting the seeding 
done at this time there will be 
several months of growing 
weather before winter finally 
halts the growth of the grass. 
Add to this several months of 
growth the following spring 
before hot weather occurs and 
you have about six good months 
of weather conducive to good 
growth. 


A spring-planted lawn has to go 
through adverse conditions right 
from the start - - cold air, cold 
soil, germinating weeds, and 
possible drought at a time when 
the seedlings are very weak and 
shallow-rooted,

classroom for each grade level, 
K through 6. 

The classrooms may not look 
a lot different than the ones the 
pupils came from, Principal 
Eugene Frulla says, except that 
they are self-contained. They 
each have four walls, 25 to 30 
desks, and supply cabinets and 
other materials necessary to 
make them as self-sufficient as 
possible. 

Youngsters coming into the 
program, Frulla says, will 
probably note a closer teacher 
relationship than they’ve known 
in the past, increased emphasis 
on curriculum, and more 
homework. They will have 
tighter time schedules than 
they may have had before, he 
says, with given expectations of 
work to be achieved within a 
given period of time. 

They can also expect to con- 
duct themselves as ladies and 
gentlemen, he says, with the 
teacher serving as more of an 
authority figure. 

The traditional pupils, as a 
class, will still be taking part in 
non-academic activities they 
may have been accustomed to, 
such as band, phys ed and art. 

They will have an opportunity 
to interact with other 
youngsters in their same grade 
levels at lunch, recess, and dur- 
ing special activities such as 
assemblies. 

Frulla says the parents of 
traditional classroom 
youngsters have been kept in- 
formed, and a meeting with the 
Parental Advisory Committee 
was held as recently as Tues- 
day. All the parents know 
where the youngsters are to 
report next Thursday. 

While Frulla says displace- 
ment of other pupils by the 
traditional program has been 
‘“‘minor,’’ he says the special 
needs program has been decen- 
tralized as a result. One special 
class was moved to South 
School and another to Bancroft, 
whereas there were formerly 
six at West. 

However, Frulla says, the 
decentralization may in fact 
strengthen the special needs 
program by speeding its 
youngsters’ adjustment into the 
mainstream. They will have 
more opportunity to integrate 
with the rest of the schools than 
they did when special needs 
classes were all together, he 
Says. 

Curriculum 
Improvements 
Curriculum emphasis, 
Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott said this week 
is ‘‘back to basics,”’ and he add- 
ed that the staff is ‘‘bending all 

efforts in that direction.” 

One improvement, he said, is 
in the area grammar and spell- 
ing in the elementary schools. 
Those programs have been 
reworked over the summer, he 
said, to place more emphasis on 
exercises and learning 
materials.

WASHINGTON -- On July 28, 
Mafia mobster John Roselli set 
out for the golf course. He never 
made it. His associates notified 
us that he had vanished. 

Five years ago, we investig- 
ated Roselli’s role in the CIA plot 
to assassinate Cuban premier 
Fidel Castro. Roselli found that 
we protected out sources. He 
came to trust us. We were the 
only newsmen he would talk to. 
That's why his associates called 
us about his disappearance. 

We broke the story here on 
ABC that Roselli was missing. A 
few days later, his body was 
found, stuffed into an oil drum, 
near north Miami Beach. 

Three Miami detectives re 
cently flew to Washington look- 
ing for clues that might lead to 
Roselli’s killers. They got the 
runaround. The FBI gave them 
no help. The Senate Intelligence 
Committee refused to let them 
see Roselli’s latest testimony. It is 
stamped “Top Secret.” 

We can report what he said.

Howard Baker and Richard 
Schweiker accused him of hold- 
ing back information. 

The senators now fear that 
Roselli’s murder may have been 
linked to the Castro caper. 

We have learned that Roselli 
was not the retired, inactive 
mobster he pretended to be. He 
was deeply involved in financial 
swindles in southern Florida. 

He had also antagonized some 
powerful mobsters by talking too 
much to the government. It looks 
as if his killing was a gangland 
execution. 

The Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, meanwhile, has given up its 
efforts to assassinate Fidel 
Castro. The last attempt was 
made in 1963. Yet the plotting 
against Castro is still going on. 

As late as last May, a group of 
Cubans in Miami conspired to 
kill Castro while he was visiting 
Mexico City. Intelligence sources 
say the plotters belonged to a 
terrorist group called the “Prag- 
matistas.” But they have no con- 
nection with the CIA. 


Americans Turning 


Deaf Ear To Music 


KIM’S COMEUPPANCE: 
Kim I] Sung, the North Korean 
leader, has apologized for the 
murder of two American of- 
ficers. They were beaten to 
death by axe-wielding North 
Korean guards. Kim said the 
Slaying was “regretful.” 

It wasn’t much of an apology, 
and the United States rejected it. 
But it was the first apology Kim 
has ever made to the United 
States. 

What caused him to back 
down? Here's the inside story: 
Communist China sits heavily on 
North Korea’s northern border. 
Kim can’t make a move, 
therefore, without consulting 
Peking. 

Late last week, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger met with 
Huang Chen, who heads the 
Chinese Communist mission in 
Washington. Kissinger asked the 
Chinese to use their influence to 
cool the crisis. 

Apparently, Kim received the 
word from Peking. He im- 
mediately sent a personal 
message to the United Nations 
commander, backing down. 

VIEW FROM SAN CLE- 
MENTE: Former president 
Richard Nixon is worried that 
President Ford may jeopardize 
his accomplishments in China. 
Nixon recently emphasized this 
to at least two close friends. He 
said old Mao Tse-Tung, the 
founder of Communist China, is 
dying. It is a crucial time, 
therefore, for Chinese-American 
relations. 

Yet as Nixon sees it, Ford is 
neglecting China and favoring 
Russia. Nixon believes this is an 
historic mistake. He thinks the 
United States should tilt toward 
China.

The former president is also 
critical of Ford’s diplomatic 
efforts in the Middle East. Re- 
cent events have given the 
United States an opportunity, he 
said, to strengthen its ties with 
the moderate Arab countries. 

This will take skillful personal 
diplomacy, in Nixon’s opinion. It 
will also mean adopting a more 
balanced Middle East policy, 
less favorable to Israel. But the 
end result, Nixon contended, 
would be better for Israel. 

GUARDING THE WIVES: 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date Jimmy Carter has obtained 
Secret Service protection for his 
wife and the wife of his running 
mate, Mrs. Walter Mondale. 

The confidential request was 
submitted to Treasury Secretary 
William Simon. His chief counsel 
ruled that he had no legal 
authority to assign bodyguards 
to candidates’ wives. But Simon 
said he didn’t want to take a 
chance on the lives of the two 
women. Therefore, he asked 
President Ford to sign a special 
authorization. 

BALKING BROOKE: The 
nation’s leading black Repub- 
lican, Sen. Edward Brooke of 
Massachusetts, feels he may 
have been used by his own party. 
He was asked to submit his fi- 
nancial records to President 
Ford, as one of a dozen vice 
presidential prospects. 

Brooke refused, not because of 
what the records showed but 
because he didn’t believe Ford 
considered him a serious candi- 
date. “They've bandied my 
name around for two years,” he 
told us. “I told them to come 
back for the financial records 
when they were serious.”

Prohibition went into effect 


Jan. 16, 1920. 


‘‘Americans are in danger of 
turning a ‘deaf ear’ to music.’’ So 
says Professor Roland Nadeau, 
well-known musician and chair- 
man of the Music Department at 
Northeastern University. 

Many Americans have failed to 
gain...or have lost entirely...the 
gifts of beauty and spiritual 
revelation offered by fine music, 
according to Nadeau, and have, 
instead, become insensitive and 
unfeeling in a society which has 
become increasingly callous and 
violent. 

‘‘Americans are deluged witha 
constant, thundering barrage of 
sound...from blaring rock to 
Muzak in the subway, and it has 
taken its toll,’’ says Nadeau. 

At worst, according to some 
psychological studies, continued 
constant exposure to loud rock 
music may be physically damag- 
ing to the listener’s eardrums. At 
best, people have lost their sen- 
sitivity to what they hear and can 
appreciate musically by constant 
exposure to a diet of popular 
music which is dictated primari- 
ly by only four or five major 
music companies. 

“These companied decide in 
advance what will be popular’, 
says Nadeau. ‘‘Then it is spoon- 
fed to the public via the media 
with no alternative.” 

‘‘Musie does not touch and 


transform the lives of great 
masses of our people, according 
to Nadeau. 

“This is a loss, because no nation 
will grow to world responsibility 
and cultural maturity without 
full consciousness and ex- 
perience of the fine arts,’’ says 
Nadeau. 

Professor Nadeau claims that 
America lacks a cultural tradi- 
tion and, he says, ‘‘along with 
this cultural immaturity, the 
prevailing economic 
reality...that of competitive 
enterprise...inherently opposes 
state subsidy of any activity that 
is not immediately productive in 
the material sense.”’ 

‘In other words,” he says, 
‘music, representing intangible 
qualities, is at the end of the 
bread line. The arts are viewed 
by the state as well as by the 
mass of its citizens simply as a 
mode of private enterprise, and, 
as such, left to their own 
devices.”’ 

Unless steps are taken to cor- 
rect this situation, Nadeau says, 
and unless the public is educated 
to the inherent fulfilling powers 
of music and the other fine arts 
for each individual, life in- 
creasingly may become worth 
less,
